According to source, at tbs on! of his 30th year, be 
was o&a&km ly friendly toward Oensany. With the entraee into the 1AKA906 
administration, be ch a n ge d suddenly to the ether extras, which had its 
basis In the fact that he is extraordinarily easily IjjTlusnosd. fbs sufferings 
at his l^rlsosMBt have ccgpletaly transformed bin; be has begone an outspoken 
sntl •militarist.
